Lawmakers

went home expecing that ib won't 
be back until after the November 
election, if ever. 


The. vast.majority of its mem-t 


bers, however, hoped individually 
to be on hand when the 80th 
congress is called to 
order 
in 


January. For most of them the 
opportunity to get back home and 
hoe political gardens was what 
they had been waiting for months. 


Every house seat technically 


is at stake in 
November, al- 


though some of the contests al- 
ready have ben decided in demo- 
cratic primaries in the south. 
Thirty-six senate seats are to be 
filled, and there, too, some south- 
ern democrats have cleared their 
voting hurdle.

Disclose Threats 


on Truman's Life 


Washington, Aug. 3—(AP) — 


The secret service reported today 
that "an alleged 
self-proclaimed 


executioner" is being 
held 
for 


grand jury action on charges of 
threatening the life of President 
Truman. 


This statement was in a report 


on the service's activities during 
the fiscsal year which ended June 
30. It did not give names, places 
or dates in the case. 


However, the service described 


the arrest and confinement of the 
accused as the "most significant" 
of its activities in protecting the 
president. 


In the same report, the secret 


service predicted that mail thieves 
would try to make capital out of 
the 15,000,000 checks and' 12,000,- 
000 bonds to be sent to veterans 
for G. I. terminal leave pay. 


The service further reported "a 


moderate upturn in seizures 'of 
bogus bills and coins, the first in- 
crease in several years." 


It attributed the increase "prin- 


cipally to the importation, by re- 
turning service men and travelers, 
or in currency shipments, of a 
trickle of bogus bills of foreign 
origin." 


The face value of the bogus bills 


and coins seized during the year 
was $74,263, against 168,324 in 
1945. 


Forged checks received for in- 


vestigation numbered nearly 30,- 
000 during the year, 
compared 


With 16,500 in the previous year.

Indian Troops on 
Way to Iran; Will 


Be British Relief 


London, Aug. 3—(AP)—British 


Indian troops were moving by sea 
today to Basra, Iraqi port on the 
Persian Gulf near 
the 
Iranian 


frontier, and the British foreign 
office, the Indian office in Lon- 
don and the Indian government 
expressed varying views of what 
thi. movement meant. 


An Indian government commun- 


ique released in Ne\v Delhi last 
night said the soldiers were being 
sent to Basra "in order that they 
may be on hand for protection, 
should circumstances demand it, of 
Indian, British and Arab lives and 
in order to safeguard India i and 
British interests in South Persia 
(Iran)." 


The communique was expanded 


today with the additional state- 
ment: "There is no question of the 
troops going into Persia except in 
the case of a grave emergency, 
which it is hoped will not occur." 


A British foreign office spokes- 


man in London, however, said the 
men were being sent 
to 
Basin 


merely to relieve troops on duty 
there and "we 
will 
withdraw 


troops equivalent in 
number to 


those being brought in from In- 
dia." 
Neither he nor the Indian 


government specified the number 
of troops, who left Bombay yes- 
terday for the five-day voyage. 


An Indian office spokesman ear- 


lier said the troop movement was 
"purely precautionary" and there 
was no suggestion the units would 
be used in the near future—or at 
all—unless "circumstances demand 
it." It was added that "no ques- 
tion of troops going into Persia 
arises." 


"The background of course, is 


the disturbances last month," he 
said, referring to the disputes in- 
volving a strike against the An- 
glo- American Oil Company in 
Southern Iran which led to the 
death of 17 persons and wounding 
ol 150 others.

Army Plane, Growing for Landing

A plan for relieving the housing 


shortage in Dixon was launched 
last evening at a meeting held in 
the Lee County court room at the 
court house when Senator Dennis 
J Collins of DeKalb presented to 
Frank C. Sproul, chairman of the 
Lee County Housing Authority 
a check in the sum of $43,818 from 
the State Housing Board, which 
was represented by Howard Hicks 
ot Rockford, housing advisor Sev- 
eial who have been active in in- 
vestigating types of houses de- 
sired and who have taken an ac- 
tive part in the housing program 
ir Dixon were in attendance. 


After the presentation, a briei 


rreeting was held during which 
plans to launch a program were 
discussed. Chairman Sproul ex- 
plained that it was the intention 
of the county authority to build 
five houses within the ^ery near 
future as an experiment. 
These 


houses, it was explained, were of 
the prefabricated type and would 
cost approximately 
$6,000 each 


when completed wit helectric wir- 
ing and plumbing. It was stated 
that the houses would be offered 
to returned service men, (G.I's) 
for a 30-day period, after whicn 
they will be disposed of to other 
buyers. 


The type of house decided upon 


by the local authority is a two- 
story structure with three spac- 
ious rooms on the ground floor 
and two bedrooms with 
ample 


closet space on the secord. 
The 


frame work is of steel and with 
the prefabricated sections on the 
ground, it is believed that the 
houses can be erected and ready 
for occupancy within abort one 
month. It is the plan of the local 
authority to continue their inves- 
tigations and possibly arrange for 
the building of a large number of 
this type of houses in and near 
Dixon soon.

How 
ever, it said the new formula wil 
allow builders of homes renting 
for less than $80 to charge more 
than they could have under the old 
regulation. 


Under the new regulation th 


percentage increase may exceed 
20 per cent, providing the maxi 
mum is $80 or less.

bread, flour and other foods, OPA 
Administrator Paul Porter today 
expressed confidence that "before 
too long" production gains will 
stabilize prices. 


Taking an optimistic view even 


as higher ceilings went into ef- 
fect on bakery products, wheat 
flour, cereals, macaroni, noodles, 
corn meal and hominy grits, Port- 
er said in a radio address (ABC 
network): 


"I'm confident that before too 


long production here in this coun- 
try is really going to take over and 
get in its own good licks to help 
the government keep prices at 
levels everyone can afford. 


"Right now when you are paying 


higher prices for foods—and when 
it looks as though clothing prices 
and prices for some manufactured 
goods may have to rise—it's hard 
to be sure we are reading tha 
barometer correctly.

definitely point to a real promise 
of clear weather and clearer sail* 
ing ahead."

Announce Rises Rapidly 


OPA tumbled out announce- 


ments of these increases in rapid 
succession late yesterday. 


It followed them up with a rul- 


ing that no ceilings apply until at 
least Aug. 20 on corned beef hash, 
meat stews, tamales and chili con 
carne. This reversed an earlier 
decision. 


The reason for the turn-around, 


OPA said, is that these items con- 
tain more than 20 per cent meat, 
and thus must remain control- 
free for the present. 


As for the increases on flour, 


bread and bakery products, OPA 
said they stem principally from 
a decision against restoration at 
this time of a flour subsidy which 
lapsed July 1, and from "the fact 
t#iat the price of wheat has gone 
above June ceilings." There are no 
price controls at present on wheat 
or other basic grains. 


To compensate, OPA raised mill- 


ers' flour ceilings $1.11 a hundred 
pounds east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains and $1.24 on the west coast. 
This boosts retail flour ceilings at 
least a cent a pound, the agency 
said.

True Confessions 


Sen. Wayne Morse proposes that 


all members of the senate be re- 
quired to file public statements of 
their total yearly earnings and in- 
come, including dealings in secur- 
ities and commodities and, in the 
case of lawyers, the names of cli- 
ents and fees received. 


Mr. Morse feels that the public. 


as a consequence of recent inves- 
tigations, suspects that senators 
regularly receive income 
"from 


such sources as are being dis- 
cussed these days in the public 
press." 


This proposal unquestionably is 


of honorable intent, but the psy- 
chology of it seems a little bad. 
Generally a man—even a congress- 
man—is assumed to be innocent 
until accused of being otherwise. 
Thus far we haven't noticed any- 
one accuisng a senator of turning 
a dishonest dollar. So Mr. More's 
, "we ain't done nothin' " attitude 
seems a bit superfluous. 


We doubt that Mr. Morse's res- 


olution will get very far. But if 
it should, then logically similar 
public 
declarations 
should 
be 


made by members of the house of 
representatives, the president, the 
cabinet, supreme court and other 
federal justices, heads of govern- 
ment agencies and of Army and 
Navy procurement. 


By the same logic, there should 


be public disclosure of the income 
of every federal, state and city of- 
ficial whose position on the pub- 
lic payroll carries enough power 
or prestige to enable him to exert 
influence in behalf of someone do- 
business with federal, state and 
city governments. 


This would be bothersome, cum- 


bersome, and somewhat insulting 
to honest public officials, and to 
those who might have legitimate 
financial dealings with them. It 
would be an unnecessary invasion 
o£ privacy. 
And eventually, we 


fear, it would bore the public to 
distraction.

Russia's rejection of America's 
complaint that Soviet occupation

economy emphasizes 
a situation 


which is of vast importance to the 
rehabilitation and politic-econom- 
ic realignment 
of 
continental 


Europe as a whole. 
What has happened is this: The 
U. S, state department in a recent 
note to Moscow raised the point 01 
a possible reconsideration ol the 
Soviet claim for .foUO.OOO.UOO rep- 
arations from war-shattered Hun- 
gary. Washington pointed out that 
the Russians were taking at least 
iour-lifths of the present Hungar- 
ian production in heavy uidustiy. 
and were requisitioning much food 
as well. 


The note also suggested that a 
Russian - American - British joint 
commission work out a plan to 
help Hungary out of her economic 
chaos. 
The Danubian country has 


been suffering from 
one of 
the 


most fantastic inflations the world 
has known. 
At the time the 
American 
note 
was 
sent the 


United States dollar was worth 
one hundred quadrillion Hungarian 
pengos, whereas 
me pengo of 
June of 1939 before the war was 
rated at 29.12 cents. 


Moscow rejected the American 
points regarding the economic po- 
sition as "completely groundless". 
It turned down the idea of a joint 
commission as "inacceptable1'. 


Why shouldn't Russia welcome 


Uncle Sam's suggestion? Well, the 
answer would seem to be—and it's 
worth logging for future reference 
—that Hungary is a key position 
in the Soviet's new zone of influ- 
ence in eastern, southeastern and 
central Europe. That zone is rap- 
idly being made air tight, and as 
the signs read Moscow has no in- 
tention of surrendering any advan- 
tage m a Hungary which is of vast 
strategic 
importance politically, 


economically and militarily. 
Hungary is the logical 
gate- 


way between the Balkans and cen- 
tral Europe. The mighty Danube 
runs through the very heart of the 
country, providing a. navigable 
water route which reaches through 
Austria into the heart of Europe 
on one side, and on the other winds 
through the Balkans to the Black 
Sea. 


The Hungarian capital, Buda- 


pest, which stands astride the 
Danube, is not only a port of ines- 
timable value that is the hub of 
railways from all points of the 
compass. The country is bounded 
by Yugoslavia on the south, Ro- 
mania on the east, Czechoslovakia 
on the north and Austria on the 
west. No wonder the Russian high 
command made Hungary one of 
its main objectives as the World 
War drew to its close. 


So we see that Hungary 
is a 
mighty keystone in the Russian 
structure of influence. A similar 
situation prevailed before the war 
when Germany was overlord of«all 
the vast territory of which Buda- 
pest is the hub, and it's important 
to note that the Reich's most im- 
portant hold on these small coun- 
tries was economic. 


The economic grip, backed by 
military might, gave Berlin polit- 
ical 
dominatio.

Nazi 
Defendants Don't 


Like Gawking Tourist 


Trade at Trials

Nuernberg, Germany,—(AP)— 


The 21 members of the vanished 
jVazi hierarchy being tried here 
for war crimes have become the 
biggest tourist attraction in Ger- 
many. 


They don't like it. 
At each recess spectators crowd 


to the railing to get a close a look 
Us possible at the men whose em- 
pire has come down to a, prison 
cell and a seat in a courtroom 
box. 


"Look at Hess!" someone ex- 


claims audibly. "Look at Julius 
Streicher, he's eating a piece of 
bread!' 


Particularly maddening to the 


defendants are spectators who 
stare at them through binoculars. 
This so enrages Alfred Jodl, the 
lean red-nosed former chief of 
sta.ff of the German general staff,' 
that on occasion he screws his 
hands together around his eyes as 
if he held a pair of field glasses 
himself an glares back at the of- 
fending onlooker, jabbering angrily 
in German the while. 
, 
This performance always brings

an audience laugh, and 
angers 


Jodl even more. 


Men Look Harmless 


. It is strange to see these men 
standing trial for a world's mis- 
ery. They look so hannless sur- 
rounded by wooden barriers and 
armed guards. And to read their 
defense briefs—if he hadn't read 
the evidence massed against them 
—a newcomer from another planet 
might think them a most virtuous, 
imposed upon and betrayed group 
of men. 


Their 
long 
confinement 
has 


broken the cockiness of most de- 
fendants. They nil have had a 
chance to tell their stories, and 
now as the purple of black-robed 
German defense attorneys present 
their final summaries, the defend- 
ants sit dully or stare moodily 
around the room. 


The eight-month tide of words 


has wearied the entire court, and 
the proceedings drone to the cli- 
max in a gathering inertia. Every- 
body seems word-bombed. Only 
during recess periods do thr de- 
fendants snap out of their half- 
coma and exchange notes and brief 
jests. 


Hermann Goering remains the 


most virile, comanding presence, 
and the one who has won most 
courtroom respect because of his 
lack of hypocricy and his continu- 
ed allegiance to his dead fuehrer 
Americans like loyalty in a man— 
even if he is serving the devil. 


Goering's Face Bad 


Goering has an almost benevo- 


lent profile, but when he turns his 
head you get a .sudden shock as 
if you had dived into a xvoodland 
pool and came up to find yourself 
staring into the leering face of a 
satyr. The eyes have a thyroid in- 
tensity, the mouth holds a vol- 
uptuous enmity, and the skin of 
his cheeks hangs loosely over the 
lost fat. 


Physicians have weaned 
him 


from the narcotics habit. He sits 
huncVd forward with Hn Ameri- 
cai, army blanket wrapped around 
his body. Sciatica troubles him. 


"He has lost interest," one court- 


room atendant told me. "since his 
attempts failed to create a legend 
around Hitler.

15 and that

sible on Sept. 2. 


The case against the individuals, 


including Hermann Goering. Joa- 


chim Von Ribbeatrop, Rudolph 
Hess and Field Marshal Wilht-hu 
Keitel, has been completed. The 
International 
military 
tribunal 


now is hearing prosecution sum- 
maries against seven Nazi organi- 
zations. 


The prosecutor said the cases 


against the organizations should 
be finished Aug. 14. Each defend- 
ant will be alowed a short final 
statement. Hho estimated that, al- 
ter Aug. 15. the eight judges of 
four nations would retire for two 
weeks to write their verdict.
